Ever since 
the Reformation Protestantism, far purer than Catholicism, has 
been confronting and condemning the latter, and the Roman 
Church to-day would be far more corrupt than it is if it were 
not for this constant witness against its errors in belief and its

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ROMAN CATHOLIC CHURCHES NOW USED FOR PROTESTANT SERVICES 


Americans visiting Europe are surprised when they learn that 
the fine old cathedrals and churches now used for Protestant ser- 
vices were formerly in possession of the Roman Catholics. 
Some of them required hundreds of years in their construction, 
and as church and state were united the people were compelled by 
the civil rulers and popes and prelates to work like slaves on 
these buildings. At the period of the Reformation when the Bible 
supplanted the mass book, and the Gospel of the grace of God 
was preached instead of the lives of the saints and the glories of 
Mary, these fine buildings became Protestant churches, and so 
have they continued to be temples of Almighty God, where there 
is no dead Christ, but a living Saviour whose voice is heard calling 
all to come unto Him. 


Before leaving Interlaken, after many visits to the old convent 
and monastery, to which reference was made in the October Con- 
VERTED CATHOLIC, and which are now used for Protestant church 
services and municipal and charitable purposes, we paid a special 
visit to the church at Unterseen, which was one of the first in 
Switzerland to open its doors to the faith and principles of the 
Reformation early in the sixteenth century. This was done by 
formal vote of the parishioners, who dismissed the priest of 
Rome with all his paraphernalia, and installed a pastor of the 
Reformed faith. The Interlaken monks, of course, fought hard 
to retain their power. Mr. Peter Ober, the member of the Grand 
Council of the Swiss Republic, to whose learned and deeply in- 
teresting history of the Bernese Oberland—a copy of which the 
Baroness von Zedtwitz most kindly sent me—I referred in the 
“Notes” for October, says (I translate from the French) : 

The years 1528 and 1529 are celebrated in the annals of the 
Oberland by the introduction of the Reformation, the seculariza- 
tion of the famous monastery and convent of Interlaken, and the 
series of remarkable events which followed. Unterseen was one 
of the first places which embraced the new faith, and remained 
true to it: John Haller, who was then the schoolmaster there, con- 
tributed largely to this result. At Interlaken and in the adjoin- 
ing valleys of Grindelwald and Lauterbrunnen there was much 
opposition. History relates that the monks, who had been ex- 
pelled, were not strangers to the excitement which broke out in 
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every place, and which forced the government of Berne to send a 
strong army to those parts to subdue the rebels. Unterseen ren- 
dered great service on this occasion, for which she was generously 


rewarded by the government granting a national recompense to 
the brave villagers. 2 & & 


THE MEMORY OF THE REFORMERS HELD IN REVERENCE 

After inspecting the church and ascending the pulpit, where 
I gave thanks to Almighty God for having delivered the people 
of Unterseen and all Switzerland from the faith of Rome, the 
sexton conducted me to the old tower—not an easy ascent—and 
rang for me the fine bells attached to the wonderful clock, which 
has been preserved in splendid condition from the earliest times. 
The sexton did not know how old it was. “But,” said he, “the 
clock has pointed the hours to our ancestors for hundreds of 
years, and it still marks time for us, while the bells have been 
always calling us to the worship of God.” 

“Do you want the monks and their religion back?” we asked. 

“No, no,” said he; “no more monks or their false religion for 
this part of Switzerland. Our fathers had to fight hard for de- 
liverance from the cruel, tyrannical monks and the Papal Church, 
and we will not dishonor their memory by becoming serfs of the 
Pope of Rome.” 

In all the churches we visited we found the same sentiment 
prevailing. The descendants of the brave men and noble women 
who had successfully won religious liberty in the sixteenth cen- 
tury will not “dishonor the memory” of their ancestors. Some 
American “accommodating Protestants” do not care to be re- 
minded of the great achievements of their ancestors at the time 
of the Reformation, but not so the Swiss and Germans. 

Page after page.of Mr. Ober’s book are devoted to a recital 
of the cruelty and corruption of the monks of Interlaken. At 
the time he wrote—half a century ago—some Roman Catholics 
had obtained a foothold in Lucerne, and he relates how warmly 
an Irish Protestant Bishop expressed his indignation at the tolera- 
tion accorded them, “which they would surely abuse.” Sure 
enough, Lucerne has become one of the centers of Roman Cathol- 
icism in Switzerland. It was magnificent of Bishop Burt to 
establish a Methodist Church there, where Protestantism is, as 
the Irish Episcopalian Bishop said, “over-tolerant!” 
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Before leaving for the present Mr. Ober’s book, “L’Oberland 
Bernois,’ | shall translate the last page of this chapter on the 
convent at Interlaken, where the monks and nuns used to play 
“hide and seek’’ under the beautiful trees, and play the mischief 
with their “vows of celibacy,” while the people. who were prac- 
tically their serfs, thought they were saying their prayers all 
the time.

the example of her aunt and have taken the veil in the convent 
at Interlaken. motive not very honorable on the part of her 
brother induced him to urge his sister to take this step and re- 
nounce the world; he managed her estate, of which he could 
have kept a large part, if his plan had succeeded. But the bad 
reputation of the monks and nuns had spread everywhere; and 
Elizabeth de Scharnachthal felt the greatest horror at joining 
this religious community, which trampling under their feet all vir- 
tue and religion, gave themselves up to the most culpable ex- 
cesses. All in vain. She was compelled to enter the convent; 
nd even was before the altar to make a profession of her vows, 
when she perceived near her a young man of remarkable beauty, 
who seemed to be taking much interest in what was passing, and 
whose presence there was not, perhaps, altogether accidental. He 
was Thomas Guntschi, of Matten. Elizabeth trusting in her lucky 
star, which presented a means so easy and agreeable of escap- 
ing from the sad condition that threatened her at the flower of 
her age, took advantage of her good fortune, and extending her 
beautiful hand to the young man, entreated him to save her from 
the wicked monks, and take her for his spouse. Here was a 
means, perfectly legal. of solving the difficulty. and Thomas was 
not the man to refuse the amiable proposal of the gentle Eliza- 

The marriage took place in spite of the monks, who could 

consoled for the loss of such a rich prize. 


Ober adds, in a note, that, as a result of this marriage, a 


the lordship of Unspunnen came into the possession of 
Thomas Guntschi, and the name of the family still survives in 
the Oberland. The old castle of Unspunnen, where the Countess 
Elizabeth and her Thomas were so happy, is still in good con- 
dition, for a ruin of hundreds of years. It is also supposed to 
have been the residence of Manfred, the hero of Lord Byron’s 


oem. Some American poet who will visit Unspunnen, which 
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is only a half hour’s walk from Interlaken, may write a heroic 
poem on the rescue of Elizabeth from the clutches of the monks. 

When the Irish Protestant Bishop who accompanied Mr. Ober 
and his friends, among whom were several young ladies, in their 
inspection of the monastery and convent, heard the story of 
Elizabeth, in which all were much interested, he shook his fist 
at the old convent, and said if any of the young ladies present 
were in similar danger in that place, which was haunted by the 
spirits of the monks, he for his part would have no bijection 
to play the role of Thomas

CONVERSATION WITH TWO PRIESTS 

The Cathedral of Berne, like so many of the other fine Prot 
estant churches in Switzerland, was the property of the Roman 
Catholic Church until the time of the Reformation. It is a beauti 
ful building well worth visiting. It was commenced in 1421 and 
its construction lasted more than a century. During our visit 
to this fine edifice we encountered two Roman Catholic priests 
who were also inspecting the interior. Addressing them we 
courteously inquired about the transier of the Cathedral from 
Roman Catholicism to Protestantism. The elder of the two 
who seemed to be a high ecclesiastic, said it occurred at the time 
of the Reformation in the sixteenth century. 

“Do you think it will ever be restored to the Roman Church 
we inquired. 

“Perhaps,” said the priest quietly) 

“It does not seem so from the signs of the times,” I said 


“Protestantism is so firmly established in this country, and all 


over Europe, that there will be no recoil back to Roman Cathol 
icism.”’ 

The old priest remained silent, but the young man laughed 
I turned to him and said, “You seem to agree with me. All can 
see that in every country Protestantism is advancing, while the 
power of the Roman Church is declining.” 

The young priest laughed again, while the face of the other 
darkened. Pressing the point, I said: 

“You gentlemen should fall into line and preach Protestant 
doctrine if vou wish to retain the respect of vour people. See 
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how badly the Pope is managing matters at Rome, scolding the 
people all the time, and hurling anathemas at the learned priests 
who complain of the evils and corruption in the Church. This 
is exactly what happened at the Reformation, and history will 
repeat itself: the people will leave your Church, are leaving it, 
an:i God will raise up men from among the priests who will be 
Christian leaders, as in the sixteenth century. May you be among 
the number.” 

The old priest moved away, and the younger one reluctantly 
followed him, just as I was about to tell them who I was and 
what I was doing in America,

ADDRESSES AT RELIGIOUS MEETINGS IN SWITZERLAND 

American Christians visiting Europe will enjoy their vaca- 
tion more by making the acquaintance of the Protestant pastors 
and people. One gentleman whom we met, a member of the 
Marble Collegiate Church, New York (Rev. Dr. Burrell’s), said 
he was spiritually starved during the whole of his European 
tour. That is the experience of many Americans who do not 
know any language but their own. But in all the cities some 
of the pastors of the Protestant churches can speak English, and 
they are always pleased to be of service to Americans. This is 
especially the case in Switzerland, where there are so many fine 
churches and cathedrals which were originally Roman Catholic. 

Our knowledge of the French language enabled us to come 
into close relations with the pastors and people everywhere, and 
the address I delivered in the high school at Interlaken was ap- 
preciated by the pupils, who all know French, as it is a com- 
pulsory study, though the official language of the school is Ger- 
man. On two other occasions it was my privilege to deliver 
addresses in French—at the district meeting of the German 
Methodist Ministers in Lausanne on September 13, when Bishop 
William Burt presided; and at Blonay, near Vevey, on Septem- 
ber 26, before an assembly of 70 ministers and theological and 
university professors, who had met in that charming country 
place for the autumnal conference of the “Vaudois Theological 
Society.” The principal address was delivered by the Rev. Dr. 
Leopold Monod, of Lyons, France, on “The Character of Calvin 
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as Revealed by His Correspondence.” Pastor Monod, who is 
a member of the distinguished Protestant family of that name, 
kindly promised to send me a copy of his scholarly paper, which 
may find its way into the pages of THE Convertep CATHOLIC. 
During the luncheon, which followed the first session of the So- 
ciety, Pastor Mestral, of Lausanne, in a few graceful words in- 
troduced me to the assembly; and what I said in a ten-minutes’ 
address—which may also appear in the Magazine—seemed to 
be appreciated by those learned men, if one may judge from the 
hearty applause that followed, and the warm, brotherly remarks 
of Mr. Barth, the secretary of “Les Jeunes Gens” (Young Men’s 
Christian Association), of Lausanne, who presided at the 
luncheon.

SECRETARY BARTH’S KIND WORDS. 
Mr. Barth said I was the first American to address the Theo- 
logical Society in their own language, and they were particularly 


pleased with the Christian spirit manifested in what they had 
heard. 


Such a work of evangelical reform on Scriptural lines, with 


sentiments of respect for his former associates, as was carried on 
in Christ’s Mission, which was founded by their visitor, would 
have lasting results. They welcomed him as a true reformer 
after the manner of their fathers of the sixteenth century, and 
they rejoiced to see he was of the Puritan type in soundness of 
faith. It was most gratifying and encouraging to them, whom 
their American friend had characterized as “the sons of the 
heroes of the Reformation,” that a former priest of Rome should 
be so successfully engaged in a good work. History was re- 
peating itself when they had such a man following in the foot- 
steps of their fathers of the sixteenth century. They would all 
be more interested in the work of evangelizing the Catholics and 
welcoming them into their churches when they accepted the 
evangelical faith. Their hearts were warmed by the sincerity 
of the tone of conversion to Christ, which after all was the true 
test of the Christian life, and most lovingly they bade their 
American brother Godspeed in his most laudable work, and ex- 
tended to him a cordial invitation to visit their Society again. 
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The applause that followed the chairman’s kind words was so 
pronounced that I had to stand up again and bow my thanks. 

The members of this Society are pastors of the Free Churches 
and of the National Protestant Church of Switzerland, which 1s 
the State Church. In Geneva the National Church was dis- 
established in that Canton three years ago. Many of the Pro- 
fessors in the University of Lausanne are also members of the 
Theological Society

EVANGELIZING THE GERMANS AND ITALIANS IN SWITZERLAND 


The German Methodist ministers whom I addressed in Lau- 
sanne, where Bishop William Burt presided, are a splendid body 
of men. They met in a fine building in the central part of the 
city, which was built by Bishop Burt and used as a church by 
the large German congregation with rooms for the Sunday school, 
social meetings, etc. The pastor, Rev. J. G. Spozzi, lives in the 
upper part of the building with his good wife and seven fine 
children. Before Pastor Spozzi came to Lausanne last April he 
had been Presiding Elder for six years. He is a fine type of the 
German Protestant ministers, learned and eloquent, and, of 
course, as becomes a Methodist, sound in the faith. Bishop Burt 
has no “new” theologians among the ministers whom he has 
called into service in the work in Europe. 

There is also in the Methodist building in Lausanne a chapel 
for the Italian congregation to which the Rev. Felice Cacciapuoti 
ministers in a very efficient manner. Besides his work in Lau- 
sanne, Pastor Cacciapuoti has a large field of evangelization 
among the Italians of the district. There is a Roman Catholic 
church near the Methodist building, but though there are tw 
Italian priests attached to it, more men attend the Protestant 
services than can be found in the Roman church. [Everywhere 
in Europe the Italians, especially the men, have no use for priests 


Formerly they used them for baptisms and marriages, but now 
where there are Protestant pastors of their own nationality they 
go to them with enthusiasm. Pastor Cacciapuoti had been an 
officer in the Italian army before he became a minister, and is 


admirably well qualified for a great work among his country- 


men. He is a voung man of brilliant parts. a graduate of the 
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University of Neuchatel, and next year will take his degree at 
the University of Bologna, Italy. In his work in Lausanne he 
has the sympathy and respect of all the Protestant pastors. and 
is greatly helped by his Swiss wife, who is of English descent. 
Pastor Cacciapuoti’s brother is the Italian Protestant minister 
in Toronto, Canada, and his sister is the wife of our friend, the 
Rev. Mr. Coltorti, the Italian Presbyterian pastor in Newark, 
N. J.

INTEREST IN THE ITALIAN WORK 


Our life-long interest in the work of evangelizing the Roman 
Catholics has led me to give special attention to the efforts of 
Christian workers in Catholic countries during my sojourn in 


Europe. I have learned much during these few months, and I 
could spend a year profitably in my observations. I am thank- 
ful to say that the pastors whom I have met have been interested 
in this work, and they will be even more zealous in the conversi 
of the Catholics in the future. Everywhere I have said, as at 
home, that if the Gospel be made known to the Catholics, they 
will leave the Church of Rome and become members of the 
various Protestant churches like other Christians 

When I commenced the work of Christ’s Mission in New 
York in 1879, there was not one Italian Protestant church in 
the United States. My friend, the Rev. Antonio Arrighi, the 
beloved pastor of the Broome Street Tabernacle, New York, came 
to the city a year or two later and began a work among his 
countrymen which has been most successful. Then the various 
denominations took up the work, so that this year there are over 
200 churches and missions for the Italian people in our Republic, 
and their number is increasing every month. From the first I 
sought to create an interest in the conversion of the Italians be 
cause that people had dealt a most deadly blow to the Papacy 
by destroying the temporal power and making Rome the capital 
of United Italy. 

Among the priests who have come to Christ’s Mission these 
years past, there have been many Italians, and when they have 
given evidence of true conversion, having left the Roman Church 


on religious grounds, we have prepared them for misstonar 
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work among their countrymen. That part of the work shall be 
continued, and we hope largely extended, as the need of such 
missionaries is becoming greater every year. Unless a priest 
gives evidence of a spiritual change, in the heart as well as in 
the intellect, we do not commend him for religious work.

UNDESIRABLE PRIESTS NOT RECEIVED AT CHRIST’S MISSION 

3efore leaving New York in July on my vacation, a certain 
Italian priest named Miraglia, who called himself a “bishop,” 
had sought an introduction to Christ’s Mission, but we refused 
to receive him. Rev. S. L. Testa, the Italian Presbyterian minister 
of Brooklyn, N. Y., both wrote and spoke to us about receiving 
Miraglia, but we told him that Christ’s Mission could be of ser- 
vice only to men who came out of the Roman Catholic Church 
in a straightforward manner, and desired to live like other Chris- 
tians, with good sense governing their conduct. Miraglia was 
a priest but never a bishop in the Roman Church. We told Mr. 
Testa further that the Italian pastors would commit a grave 
mistake if they allowed Miraglia to speak in their churches. The 
Rev. Dr. McAfee, pastor of the Lafayette Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, Brooklyn, also wrote to us about Miraglia, who desired 
to speak in the large Italian mission sustained by the church. 
We replied that for good and sufficient reasons Miraglia could 
not be received at Christ’s Mission. Needless to say, he did not 
preach in Dr. McAfee’s Italian mission. 

While preparing these “Notes” in Europe, some pages of 
Watson’s Magazine for September, 1910, have been forwarded 
to us from New York. There we see it stated that on August 4 
this Miraglia was deported as an undesirable alien by the United 
States Government. Watson’s Magazine, which is an excellent 
monthly journal published at Atlanta, Georgia, by Thomas E. 
Watson, deplores the fact that Miraglia had been thus forced to 
leave the United States. We know nothing of the facts in the 
case, but we knew that Miraglia had been a fugitive from justice 
in Italy, having been condemned by the courts for libel against 
certain ecclesiastics. If he had manfully faced his accusers in 
his own country the Italian government would have exonerated

him. This we have learned on the highest authority while we 
have been in Europe. 

The Italian King and his ministers have no love for the Ro 
man Catholic priests, but when the latter appeal to the courts 
of the country for redress and vindication against false accusa- 
tions, justice must be done. The only crime for which the Pope 
condemns priests is “Modernism,” and scarcely a week passes 
but some learned priest is formally excommunicated for his 
liberal views. The Italian government shows its sympathy with 
such men, and they are welcomed in official circles. Father Murri, 
one of the foremost of these “Modernists,” is a member of the 
Italian Chamber of Deputies and attends the sessions of Parlia- 
ment dressed in his clerical garb. Other excommunicated priests 
occupy high positions in Italy.

MAYOR NATHAN’S CONTRAST OF ROME FREE AND ROME PAPAL 

As our readers know, Mr. Nathan, the present Mayor of the 
city of Rome, is a Hebrew. He is a man of great ability, like 
our own Mayor Gaynor of New York, who, to the chagrin of 
the hierarchy, is a good Protestant and a convert from Roman 
Catholicism. Mr. Nathan is also a man of the highest standing, 
socially and commercially. When Colonel Theodore Roosevelt 
was in Rome last April—and did Nor visit the Pope—he called 
on Mayor Nathan and was entertained by him. This exchange 
of courtesies made the Pope and his Cardinals more angry than 
Mr. Roosevelt’s refusal to pay his respects to the bogus “vicar 
of Christ.” 

As our readers also know, September 20 is the anniversary of 
the entrance of the Italian troops into Rome, and this year being 
the fortieth anniversary of that historic event, the commemoration 
was unusually impressive. A great company assembled at the 
Porta Pia, where the breach in the walls of Rome had been made 
by the Italian troops, led by General -Garibaldi, on September 
20, 1870. The address on the occasion was delivered by Mayor 
Nathan as chief magistrate of the city. Like Mayor Gaynor also, 
Mr. Nathan is a learned man and an excellent speaker. We give 
a portion of his address, which was printed in full in the Italian 
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papers, and was published, in part, in the London Daily Tele- 
graph: 

Mayor Nathan began by saying that he did not speak only in 
the name of Rome, but in the name of the entire province, both 
being united in their endeavors to realize the aspirations of the 
people. There was another Rome, a prototype of the past, within 
whose walls thought was compressed into such narrow limits that 
it was feared contact with the free air would reduce it to dust, 
like the mummies of ancient Egypt. From within those walls

‘That was the inversion of the Biblical revelation of the Son 


made man on thé earth; here was the son of man (the 

Pope) made God on the earth. That ‘infallibility’ 

was manifesting itself to-day in the ignorance of the ‘faithful,’ 

who, on the appearance of an epidemic (the cholera), carried vo- 

tive offerings to the statue of the Virgin, destroyed the disinfect- 
ants, and violently opposed the sanitary measures.” 

Continuing, Mayor Nathan said he wished to lay stress on the 
pilgimages which would be made to Rome in the coming year, 
not only by Italians, but by representatives of all nations, to com- 
memorate the anniversary of the day when Rome once again he- 
came the capital of Italy. This pilgrimage would be in strong 
contrast with another, which would effectively derronstrate the 
difference between the Rome of their own day and the Rome of a 
former time. In the year 1869 [the assembling of the Vatican 
Council] another pilgrimage had been made to Rome, and all na- 
tions were represented in it. These pilgrims had been called 
together in connection with a solemn affirmation of the Catholic 
faith, and in the Church of St. Peter they listened to the promulga- 
tion of the doctrine of Papal infallibility. 

This was the last great concourse of the kind which took 
place in this city. Compare that pilgrimage with the pilgrimage 
which is to take place next year [at the goth anniversary of Rome 
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becoming the capital of United Italy], and then think of the enor 
tnous distance which has been traversed in the course of forty 
years. In the Rome of former times there were not churches 
enough for the people to pray in, while they called in vain for 
schools. To-day, there is a superabundance of churches, and the 
number of schools is ever increasing! That, citizens of Rome, 
is the significance of the great change which has been wrought! 
No one church; no one school; but enlightened knowledge and 
freedom of conscience for every faith! That is the significance 
of the Rome of our own times! 

Bursts of applause frequently interrupted the speech, and at 
its conclusion the Mayor received an enthusiastic ovation. 

Our readers will emphasize the sentences: 

“In the Rome of former times [when the Pope was su- 
preme, a king and tyrant, like the Czsars of old] there were 
not churches enough for the people to pray in, while they 
called in vain for schools. To-day there is a superabundance 
of churches, and the number of schools is ever increasing! 
That, citizens of Rome, is the significance of the great change 
which has been wrought!” 

Those words should be written in the sky and printed in 
letters of gold for all the American people to read. If the 
Roman Catholic Church should ever attain supreme power 
in the United States, as it had in the Rome to which Mayor 
Nathan referred, any one could see what the result would be.

THE ROMAN CHURCH THE SAME EVERYWHERE 

That is the proud boast of the Roman Catholic Church—ecclesia 
semper eadem. Lut the good-natured, over-tolerant American 
Protestant will say, the Catholic Church in our country is not 
the same as it is in Italy and other European countries, and in 
South America. Well, I tell you, my good friend, that if you 


ask any Roman Catholic bishop or priest he will say to you that 


it is just the same. There is, there can be, only one Roman 
Catholic Church throughout the world. Any ecclesiastic in the 
United States who will publicly say otherwise will be immediately 
disciplined from Rome, and if he repeats the statement he will 
be excommunicated. Privately those priests may try to be all 
things to all men, after the manner of the Jesuits, who are past 
masters in the art of equivocation. Our readers should peruse 
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and widely circulate the book recently published by one of the 
Paulist Fathers, who until a short time ago was a professor in 
their college at the Catholic University in Washington, D. C. 
On page 71 of this book, “Letters to his Holiness Pope Pius X,” 
the author says: 


“Not one of our bishops [or priests] may open his mouth 
[publicly] till Rome nods; not one of them, American-born, and 
citizens of our proud Republic though they are, dares to take an 
independent step, cannot take. an independent step, for all his 
steps are prescribed to the fraction of an inch by Italian polli- 
ticians oversea.” 

We do not endorse the theological views of this Paulist Father, 
who has not yet learned the evangelical faith, and is floundering 
in a sea of doubt. But he knows whereof he speaks when he 
refers to Roman Catholic affairs, in three-fourths of his book. 
There he is on solid historical ground, as the London Spectator, 
one of the foremost English periodicals, said in its review of the 
work in its issue of August 13, 1910. The Spectator devoted a 
page and a half to its eulogy of the book.

THE POPE FURIOUS AT THE TRUTH BEING TOLD 

Pope Pius X is said to be = mild-mannered man, but he lost 
his temper when he read Mayor Nathan’s speech. The next day, 
September 22, he sent a personal letter to Cardinal Respighi, the 
vicar or parish priest of Rome, in which he expressed his in- 
dignation at being “publicly insulted by the Mayor of Rome re- 
calling the anniversary of the day on which the sacred rights of 
the Pontifical Sovereignty were trampled upon; and the said 
Mayor had dared to revile the doctrines of the Catholic faith, the 
vicar of Christ, and the Church itself.” 

As the reader can see, Mayor Nathan did nothing more than 
ridicule “‘infallibility” and contrast the Papal rule in Rome with 
the progress and enlightenment of modern Rome. 

The Pope further said in this letter, which he called a “pro- 
test”: “Speaking in the name of Rome, which should be the 
peaceful home of the Sovereign Pontiff, Mayor Nathan aimed di- 
rectly at our spiritual jurisdiction, denouncing with impunity and 
to the public contempt even the acts of our Apostolic ministry.” 
In conclusion the Pope appeals to “the faithful of the whole 
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world” to protect him from “the accumulation of impieties” that 
he has to bear and “the constant and ever-growing offences” that 
are hurled at him in his own city, “even by the public authorities.”

MAYOR NATHAN’S VIGOROUS REPLY. 


Scarcely had the Pope’s letter appeared in the press when 
Mayor Nathan sent to all the papers a trenchant and scholarly 
reply. Space will not permit to quote but a few sentences: 


Mayor Nathan said that the Pope by sending from the Vatican 
thunders against him who sits at the Capitol renders still more 
evident the theme of his speech—viz., the contrast between the 
Rome of the past and the Rome of the present. The Mayor says: 

“T am not the author or inventor of a plan to banish from 
the schools and seminaries the whole of the daily Press, nor have | 
imagined solemn condemnations of Christian Democracy, the 
Modernists, and Sillonists, and all those who are anxiously seek- 
ing the faith which reconciles the intellect and the heart, tradi- 
tion and evolution, science and religion, nor have I moulded to- 
gether dogma, ritual, and religion, thus denying the consolation 
of faith to those who could not blindly submit to the changeable 
instructions and will of man, nor have I failed in respect for other 
people’s beliefs or lacked regard for the Pontiff as a man who 
acts according to the dictates of his conscience.” 

Signor Nathan goes on to say that, as the Supreme Pontiff 
has the duty to tell the truth as it seems to him, so also the Mayor 
of Rome, in view of the breach which ended the temporal power, 
has the equal duty before his fellow citizens to delineate a new 
political and civil era. The offence taken by the Pope did not 
arise from his (Signor Nathan’s) words, but from facts which 
were advancing inevitably, with surer steps, as the dawning day 
of a new Italy, to illuminate the road to anxious travelers. These 
facts, guiding the people of the earth, were ruled by the laws 
governing the universe ; they were above both Pontiff and Mayor. 

“If I have offended the law,” says the Mayor in conclusion, 
“T will answer it before the courts; if I have offended in my duty 
to my Office, the citizens must judge me; if I have offended 
against religion, my tranquil conscience, without any intermediary, 
will answer before God.” 

It will do the American people good to see how the Pope and 
his Church are regarded by the Italian people, even in Rome 
itself, whose citizens have nobly sustained their Mayor in this 
controversy. The increasing power of the Roman Church in the 
United States will not conduce to the maintenance of our free 
institutions and the progress of the country.

can Monk was unveiled. On that day the name of Giordano

Bruno became the slogan of anti-clericalism in Italy. 
Bruno fought for freedom of thought, and in this fight 


he 
perished at the hands of the Papacy. Recently the Vatican 
said: “Bruno was executed for his unretracted blasphemies 
against religion.” The principal speakers this year were Barzilai 
and LBissolati. Both are Members of Parliament and stand well 


with the Government. Ly all parties they are regarded as among 
the most honest men in the Italian politics of the day. ° The 
addresses strongly arraigned the Roman Church for its tyranny 
and policy of reaction. They summoned the men of Italy to 
pledge eternal warfare against the religious orders. 


They pleaded 
for the public school and home. 


This same Sabbath afternoon in 
all the other great cities of Italy similar demonstrations took 
place and similar speeches were delivered. Referring to this 
great demonstration, the editorial in the Vatican paper said: 
“This meeting may well serve to call attention to the present 
situation in the Eternal City. Of its five deputies, four are 
violent anti-clericals, and the fifth can be anti-clerical on oc- 
casion. Its municipality is also in the hands of an anti-clerical 
Block; its Mayor is bitterly anti-clerical; the organizations of 
the working classes are dominated by the anti-clerical spirit; 
three-fourths of the newspapers are anti-clerical.” And this is 
the religious situation throughout Italy to-day. You will find 


in the more illiterate and superstitious districts that the people 


are still led in a measure by the priests, and are devoted more 
or less strongly to the interests of the Church. But in the in- 
telligent centers there are scarcely any men left in the Church. 
Now the distressing part of it is, that these men do not believe 
anything. The religious instinct seems to have been diverted to 
hostility to any form of Christianity. Christianity to them means 
the Roman Church. That they have tried and found wanting.

Socialism is in large measure radically atheistic. Far be it from 
me to injure unnecessarily the religious feelings of any man or 
woman. But there is a condition in Italy, and if one is to tell 
the story of modern Italy he should tell it truthfully. If the 
Roman Catholic Church of to-day could reproduce the ideals 
of St. Francis of Assisi, and Catherine of Sienna, if it were a 
purely spiritual society, “existing for no other purpose whatso- 
ever than to reproduce the Christ-life upon earth,” its influence 
would be beneficial. But alas, it is not such an institution. The 
Roman Church is the Vatican, the Curia, the Hierarchy, and that 
is political, always political, Machiavellian and Jesuitical. It 
has drawn to itself and used certain great spiritual souls like 
St. Francis. But the Curia itself is political, and its march across 
the centuries of Italian history is traced in blood and ashes. 


CAUSES OF ITALIAN HOSTILITY TO THE ROMAN CHURCH 


There are two main causes for the loss of Italy to the Roman 
Church. The first is, Italy is advancing while the Church re- 
mains stationary. The Church says to Italy: “You must come 
back here to us in the Middle Ages.” Italians say to the 
Church: “You must come up here to us in the Twentieth Cen- 
tury.” Neither side yields. The result is separation. By the 
recent Borromeo encyclical, the one that so greatly enraged the 
German Nation, even Catholic Germans, and disgusted all Europe, 
the Pope discloses the alarm felt in the Vatican over present 
conditions. In substance he says that the perils to-day threaten- 
ing the overthrow of the Roman Church are even greater than 
in the days of Luther. But he does not or he will not see the 
greatest peril of all, the Church itself. Italians ridicule him, 
Spaniards defy him, Frenchmen scoff at him, Austrians abandon 
him and Germans humiliate him. All he can do is to rail at un- 
belief and apostasy and Americanism and Modernism and Meth- 
odism, and call upon the faithful to save him from the ruin of 
his own folly. Methodism is not fighting the Roman Church in 
Italy, but democracy, intelligence, liberty are challenging its “‘in- 
fallibility,” its tyranny, the character of its influence, the value 
of its Medievalism. A keen, thoughtful American priest, lately 
Professor in the Catholic University at Washington, sees it as 
it is: “The Catholic Church is now in conflict with ideas. She 
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is now called to account before the stern tribunal of peoples who 
have grown to intellectual and ethical maturity. She is now 
wrestling with the problems of that insistent Freedom, that vast 
Liberty, that militant Democracy, that sovereign Individuality, 
into which the modern world has grown.” Then this remarkable 
priests speak directly to Pius X: “You would put . . . the 
medizval age as a bit into the mouth of this our time and check 
its course, bring it to full stop, and, with what strength is in you, 
pull it backward past milestones we had already left behind. 
You have proclaimed to the world that Catholicism is not ‘mod- 
ern,’ that its face is reversed, that it must and shall coerce the 
Twentieth Century within the forms, ideas and categories of the 
Thirteenth.” There you have it! 


The second great cause for the loss of Italy to the Roman 
Church is to be found in the relentless opposition of the Church 
to United Italy. The Church does not recognize the King of 
Italy as the legal king, but an imposter or usurper. The Vatican 
always speaks of him, not as King, but as Prince of Savoy. And 
let me say to you that no finer type of man, no nobler sovereign 
is to be found in the world to-day than Victor Emmanuel III. But 
as the grandson of his illustrious ancestor he stands excommuni- 
cated. The flag of Italy has no place in the Church. Any priest 
who displayed it in the sanctuary would immediately be deposed. 
The hostility of the Church is fairly represented in a paragraph 
I read just before leaving Rome. It is from a Jesuit writer: 
“Let us encourage . . . the tumults, the discontent, the red 
ruin, Socialism, Anarchism, anything which may tear Italy 
asunder. When the Monarchy of Savoy lies in terror and de- 
spair at the feet of the Communist and the incendiary, the House 
of Savoy will be glad to buy at the price of the Temporal Power 
the assistance of the Papacy!” Now Italians, finding that they 
had to make a choice between the Church and the State, have 
chosen the State, and are progressing without the Roman re- 
ligion. The Church, finding that it had to make a choice be- 
tween saving Italy and saving its Medizvalism, has chosen 
Medizvalism. 
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PROGRESSIVE ITALIANS MUST HAVE A RELIGION 

But Italy must have a religion, if she is to fulfil the destiny of 
which to-day she is dreaming. And some of the most thoughtful 
statesmen realize this, and are thinking, thinking—perhaps they 


are praying. Already the alarm has been sounded against the 
danger of a-nation of atheists. Serious-minded Italians are con- 
cerned. This is the opportunity of our work in Rome, the provi- 
dential hour to show Italy what Christianity really is. The 
other day in Northern Italy sounded the voice of the so-called 
Young Catholic Party: “Christianity is life: it is unquenchable 
aspiration, it is hope, it is the striving of the whole being toward 
h in life partakes of the eternal. . . . And if we 
deem possible a new Christian civilization, it is on one condi- 
tion: that the spirit of Christ signifies the spirit of liberation.” 
The reply of the Vatican was, “Rebels, Anathema.” And out 
the Young Catholics go from the Church. What a field for 
First Century Christianity and Twentieth Century Christianity. 
loyal Catholics organize their League of National Democracy 
for the “promoting both of patriotism to their country and de- 
votion to their Church.” Immediately the organization is put 
under the Papal han, its membership attended to by the Holy 
Inquisition. What an opportunity to show to that outraged 


that whic 


League that true Christianity is synonymous with the noblest pa- 
triotism and the loftiest national idealism. Italians are naturally 
religious. [Let us prove to them that we have come to their fair 
land with the glad tidings of peace and goodwill, brotherhood 
and liberty. While they have been flouted and betrayed by “the 
most exclusive despotism, the most absolute autocracy, the most 
humiliating tyranny, that still defies public opinion and outrages 
the conscience of mankind,” let us show them that they have not 
been hetraved by Christianity. 


It is a great and providential hour in all Latin lands. Canale- 
jas, the premier of Spain, has just said, “Our King is a fervent 
Catholic, but his mind is open to large ideas.” When the Vati- 
can insisted that there were only a few Protestants in Spain this 
great premier replied, “Yes; but those few have rights!” Think 
of that in Spain. Verily, “the morning light is breaking, the 
darkness disappears.” 
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There are now in Italy between twenty-five and thirty thou- 
sand Protestants, divided up mainly among Baptists, Walden 
sians and Methodists. 

Protestantism is in Rome, and she has a right to be there under 
the laws of the land and the calls of unsaved men. She is the 
to proclaim a first century and a twentieth century Christianity, 
to declare that true religion is synonymous with the noblest pa 
triotism and the loftiest national idealism, to herald a near and 
blessed Saviour in a city where He often seems far away, in 
Rome, the home of the Czsars, where Paul fought his last fight 
and finished his course and thousands of the early Christians 
sealed their faith with their blood, victims of the arena, martyrs 


of the cross, saints of God, who, through great tribulation, as- 
cended to the Plains of Light, having washed their robes and 
made them white in the blood of the Lamb. She ts there at a 
great time and for a great work. She is there to feed the hun- 
gry, liberate the imprisoned, heal the sick, counsel tenderly with 
the erring and call home the wandering one. Is that wrong? All 
we can say is, “Here we stand. We can do no other. God help us.”

A FAITHFUL PROTESTANT CAN BE AN EARNEST CHRISTIAN 


In the September Convirtep CatuHotic the form of the 
Protestant oath to be taken by the new King of England was 
published: “I do solemnly and sincerely, in the presence of 
God, profess, testify, and declare that I am a faithful Prot- 
estant.”” Although the reference to the “idolatrous worship in 
the Church of Rome,” which the former oath contained, was 
stricken out, the words “faithful Protestant” seem to have 
satisfied all parties. In the oath of the King of Spain he is 
styled “His most Catholic Majesty.” Now let George V be 
called “His most Protestant Majesty.” From the trend of 
thought and the drift of events in Spain at the present time, 
King Alfonso does not seem to be as pronounced a Roman 
Catholic as the Vatican could desire. But no one doubts the 
Protestantism of King George and Queen Mary of England. 

The Jesuits do not love a man who says he is a faithful 
Protestant, because they know he has access to the open Bible 
where he will learn that to enjoy perfect freedom and happi- 
ness he must be an earnest Christian. In England Protestantism 
and Christianity are synonymous terms. We hope it will be so 
in the United States, also, and that public men will say with 
King George, “I am a faithful Protestant.”

THE ENGLISH KING MODEST, SIMPLE AND UNAFFECTED 

All Europe is interested in the new King of England, who 
has won golden opinions from all sorts of men. In many re- 
spects he is a brighter man than his father, the late King Ed- 
ward VII. A writer in the Paris Review for September, Mr. 
Joseph Watson, who as a newspaper correspondent had ac- 
companied the King, when Prince of Wales, in his Colonial and 
Indian tours, says George V is a well-read man who studies 
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every subject carefully and expresses himself in simple, eloquent 
language. 


He speaks admirably. His voice is clear, resonant, and 
sympathetic. He addrésses himself to his hearers frankly, di- 
rectly and convincingly. His Colonial audiences listened to him 
with delight, never missing a word. Accustomed as they are 
for the most part, especially in aristocratic and official circles, 
to an English which they understand with difficulty—drawling, 
affected, half-swallowed—they were agreeably surprised to hear 
the pure, robust and perfectly articulated English of the Prince. 
“Why,” exclaimed the Canadians, “he speaks Canadian!” And 
they asked themselves, “Why have we been sending our daugh- 
ters at great expense to boarding-schools in London and 
Brighton to acquire the right accent when our future King 
speaks with none of those affectations which we have always 
imagined to be the hall-mark of good breeding?” 


Some American [Protestants think that by sending their 


daughters to Roman Catholic convent schools, where the 


teachers are mostly French nuns who have left their country 


for their country’s good, the “Parisian accent” and other ac 
complishments may be acquired. But it is well known that in 
all convents the ranks of the nuns are recruited from the 
peasant class. Occasionally we hear of a Miss Drexel or a 
politician's daughter entering a convent, but such cases are 
exceptional. Protestant girls receive no benefit from Catholic 
schools, and if they are not seduced into the Church of Rome— 
and if their parents are wealthy every effort is made to do so— 
their faith is shattered. Sorrow and pain visit the homes of 
Protestants when their daughters go out from them to enter 
Roman Catholic institutions. The tuition in those schools may 
be less than in the Protestant academies, but in the end it is 
far more costly in spiritual shipwreck and inferior education.

NUNS IMPORTED INTO ENGLAND CLOSE THEIR CONVENT 

The law separating Church and State in France was fol- 
lowed by the expulsion of thousands of monks and nuns, many 
of whom went to England and the United States. But it is 
evident that the English people did not want them; and we 
hope the time will come when Americans will have no use for 
these agents of Rome. On October 1 the London Daily Tele- 
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graph had this significant article, under the heading, “Tyburn 
Convent” 

For some time past it has been known that the nuns of Ty 
burn Chapel, Hyde Park place, have had difficulty in maintain- 
ing the quiet little sanctuary there, and the announcement is 
now made that it is to be relinquished. Its history is interesting, 
for Tyburn saw, of course, the execution of many in the six- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries whose names are held in 
high veneration by the Roman Church of to-day, as Thomas 
Cottam, in 1582; William Harrington, a secular priest, in 1594; 
Mark Barworth and Alban Roe, Benedictine monks, a few years 
later; and Edward Morgan, in 1642, who entered the cart “so 
cheerfully and courageously as if he had mounted a triumphal 
chariot,” among many more. Cardinal Vaughan, it was, who 
called a small colony of the Sisters of Adoration of the Sacred 
Heart from Montmartre, Paris, to this convent, where there 
was little of pomp or splendor, but much quiet devotion. By 
special vow the convent was devoted to prayer for England and 
the Catholic faith, and on the opening days of May a festival 
in honor of the English martyrs was kept there. Altogether, 
it was a picturesque and peaceful little shrine, which, with its 
fair flowers and simple music, seemed strangely restful so near 
to the rush and bustle of London’s traffic, and there are not a 
few who will regret that it has ceased to be 

The Roman Church accounts the conspirators hanged at Ty- 
burn “Saints and Martyrs,” but evidently these enemies of 
Protestantism could not help the Sacred Heart Sisters to hold 
their ground while they were praying “for the conversion of 
England.” The English people have had enough of Popery in 
the past and will have no more of it.

THE REPUBLIC OF PORTUGAL—THE JESUITS EXPELLED 


Italy, France and Spain have risen up against Papal domina- 
tion and curbed the clerical power which had been used neither 
for the glory of God, nor the good of humanity. And now 


Portugal! Alleluia! 

The peaceful revolution in that country on October 4, the 
establishment of the “Republic of Portugal” on October 5, and 
the flight of the young King Manuel and his mother, Queen 
Amelia, and his grandmother, the dowager Queen Maria Pia, 
are known to all the world. Pages of the European press in 
all languages have been devoted to this great event, which is 
an epoch in history; and I presume the papers in our own 
country have been even more enterprising in their accounts 
of the birth of another Republic, in the history of the world,and 
the exile of a king who, by favor of the Pope of Rome, had 
said he ruled by divine right. The Jesuits violently opposed 
the establishment of the Republic in Portugal, and many of 
them and their partisans were killed. They were fully armed 
in their great monastery at Quellas in one of the most beauti- 
ful parts of Lisbon, and from their barricaded windows hurled 
bombs at the soldiers and sailors who asked them to surrender 
and peacefully retire. After killing as many as they could, the 
Jesuits fled through subterranean passages, veritable tunnels, 
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extending for miles, of which the public had no knowledge. 
Many of them were disguised as peasants. 

By decree of the Republican Government, or rather by the 
enforcement of an old decree which had remained in abeyance, 
all Jesuits were expelled from Portugal. The other religious 
orders are disbanded, but they can remain as secular priests if 
natives of Portugal. Foreign monks will be conveyed to the 
frontier, with orders never to return to Portugal. Where will 
they go? Spain does not want them, neither does France, and 
if they go to Italy they must serve in the army. Those ex 
pelled monks will flock to the United States, where they will 
surely cause trouble if some measures be not taken to avert the 
danger from this plague. An old friend of ours, a member 
of the New York bar and a true patriot, De Witt Clinton 
Morrell, has frequently said that the Jesuits ought to be, and 
some time will be, expelled from the United States. This is a 
consummation devoutly to be wished, and we hope our friend 
will live to see it accomplished. 

Even before the Republic was proclaimed, the people of 
Portugal ardently desired to get rid of the monks who were 
ruining the country. When the liberal government in Spain 
had resolved to limit the power of the monks in that country, 
hundreds of them had crossed into Portugal, where they were 
not wanted. The following despatch appeared in the London 
Daily Telegraph, September 14, 1910: 

The Lisbon Official Gazette has published a decree ordering 
the local authorities to close the residence of the Spanish priests 
at Aldeia da Ponte, in the district of Guarda, and to take an 
inventory of the furniture and effects at present in the building. 
The priests will be arrested if they return to Portugal. 

The next day (September 15) this despatch was published: 

The Spanish monks who had been- received into the monas- 
teries in Portugal were expelled from the country by order of 
the Government. The authorities having learned that the ex- 
pelled monks had secretly returned to the monasteries and 
again occupied their cells, chased them away definitely, and 
had them conveyed to the frontier. 

The new Republican Government may be trusted to keep 
the expelled Jesuits and members of other religious orders 
out of Portugal. 
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PROFESSOR FERRER AND THE SPANISH INQUISITORS 

The Spanish artist Munoz has painted an allegorical picture 
representing the corpse of Ferrer in the midst of the Inquisitors, 
Gutzman, Arbues and Torquema:.. The execution of Pro- 
fessor Ferrer, a great educator, who had established a system 
of free schools in Spain, against the violent protests of the 
Jesuits, and was falsely accused of exciting the mob to violence 
in Barcelona last year, when several monasteries were de- 
stroyed, is still remembered and bitterly resented by the Spanish 
people. Munoz had intended to exhibit his picture, which 1s 
accounted a great work of art, at the Madrid salon, but he was 
restrained from doing so lest it should embarrass the liberal 


Government of Premier Canalejas during the session of the 


Cortes. The generals of the Inquisition are represented as 
gloating over the dead body of Ferrer. We hope copies of 
this picture will be exhibited in New York. Outside of the 
politicians who aspire to office, and the Carlist or clerical party, 
the educated Spaniards are hostile to the Church.

The latest news from Portugal as I send off these Notes 
can be summed up in a few words: 

All the Provinces have accepted the Republic, and tranquility 
reigns throughout the country. All Jesuits must leave Portugal, 
and the members of the other religious orders who are Portu 
guese can return to the homes of their relatives and become 
secular priests or laymen. The foreign-born monks must re 
turn to their native countries, and the Government will con 
vey them to the frontier or put them on vessels for other coun 
tries. But they must leave Portugal and promise never to 
return. The nuns also must return to their families, and 
public schools will be provided for their pupils. The establish- 
ments of the religious orders will be used for public and 
charitable purposes. 

The secular priests and those who had parishes will not be 
molested, but Church and State will be separated, as in France. 
Among the secular priests are many men who sympathize 
with the Republican Government, and several of them have 
said they are glad the Jesuits and the other religious orders 
have been expelled 
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The young King Manuel and his mother will find a refuge 
in Protestant England. Catholic countries do not want the 
Bourbons or Bonapartists; and in God’s good time, which is 
surely coming, they will also grow sick of Popery and Jesuitism 
Every Protestant Christian and lover of liberty will give thanks 
to Almighty God that this new Republic has been born, and 
that peace reigns in Portugal.

When one of 
the students of his school at Mount Hermon was about to de- 
part for missionary work in Brazil, the great evangelist prayed 
with uplifted hands: “O Lord, if this brother is not called to 
South America, shut the door so tight that he can’t go; but if 
he is called, send him and give him thousands and tens of 
thousands of souls for his hire.” 

If personal observation and information at first hand can 
contribute to a larger view of the work of God and for a human 
liberty and the deliverance of the people from the yoke of 
Rome; and if the friends of Christ’s Mission and of Tue 
CONVERTED CATHOLIC are in harmony with this idea, the dear 
Lord will make His will known and open the way for a visit to 
those countries. We hope our friends will pray for us in 
reference to this matter. In the meantime, it is comforting to 
know that the work of Christ’s Mission is progressing satis- 
factorily, and that during my absence several ministers have 
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promised to conduct the services. Writing on September 24 
from Calvary Baptist Church, New York, the beloved Pastor 
said: 

“Your very welcome letter of September 8 is before me. 
It gives me unusual pleasure to hear from you. I thank you for 
your more than fraternal words. You are quite too appre- 
ciative of the service I have rendered you, and the work I 
have done for the Kingdom at large. : 

“By all means, stay longer abroad. Your visits to Europe 
are occasions of valuable observation as to the Church of 
Rome in its relation to Governments and to Protestantism.
